The Manchurian Railway. 

An intorerting aecuunt ig given in the 
Norou Vrenua of the methods adopted by 
tho Russians for Keeping watch over tho 
Manchurian Railway. Tho writer saya :— 
‘The two attempts made to destroy the 
Manchurian Railway, the first by two dis- 
auised Japanese officers, and the second by 
five Chinamen, who placed dynaniite car- 
tridges on the permanent way just before 
the prssage of 3 train, how that this is o 
danger which we must reckon with sorious- 
ly. Let wi see how tho work of guarding 
the line ix carried out. This service re- 
quires a special force of frontier guards 
consisting of G5 equadrons of Cavalry, 55 
companies of Infantry, and six batteries of 
Artillery, altogether 25.00% men, spread 
over stretch of country about 1250 miles 
in longth. This numbor seemingly is in- 
adequate, but although tho troops never 
know what point is threatened with attack, 
tho bandits are equally nt 4 disadvantage, 
as they may come into collision with a 
detachment of the railway guards who are 
constantly patrolling, not only tho entire 
length of tho railway line, but also tho 
country for thirty miles to the right and 
left." 

Viceroy Tien Ch‘un-lsuen of Canton. 

A Canton letter slates that owing to 
tho recurrenco of his furaier malady, H. E.
